men to bake cakes to the Queen of Heaven, or to 
worſhip the Moon, as was practiſed by the Pagans 
of old; nor to offer Tauropolia, or the ſacrifice of bulls to 
Diana; as the idolatrous Heathens did formerly, even in 
St. Paul's itſelf, when it was a temple dedicated unto her. 
Neither ſhall I pretend to prove to you, that the Moon's 
globe is habitable as this our Farth. Let the learned 
Galiteus and reverend Willens, Ec. Ec. teach unto you 
ſuch curious and delightful lectures. Nor yet ſhall I go 
about to inſtruct you in the art of the great witty Domingo 
Gonzales, wiz. how to take a journey to the Moon's orb, 
by the help of well-taught Garza's. 

But paſling all ſuch and ſundry other matters, I ſhall 
deliver to you ſome choice, but uſeful obſervations and 
aphoriſms touching Lunar energy; either not commonly 
known, or elſe not commonly minded.— If the firſt, I 
then commend them to you as a laſting New-7ear*s. Gift, 
that will ever be in uſe, and never out of date. If the 
latter, then may my reviving ſuch cheriſhing ſparks of 
Lurar power to your memories, merit at leaſt, a grateful 
acceptance; which is all the guerdon I either expect or 
wiſh.— And without any further exordium let us come to 
the matter. | 

I. All things animate and inanimate (ſaid the excellent 
Ptolemy ) receive Lunar impreſſion. The rivers ſwell and 
abate according to the Moon's light. The tides and ebbs 
of the ocean are ſwayed by her riſing and ſetting ; even 
plants and animals are in poorer or better caſe, as ſhe 
waxes or wanes. 

2. The antients have defined the Noon to be moiſt ; 
they mean (ſaith the learned Grad) thatThe is of a remiſs 
warmth to ſuch a degree, as is no enemy to nature ; by 
reſolving, calling forth, or otherwiſe actuating it by her 
ſpirituous ray, according as the fluid and nitrous element 
is capable of impregnation. 


T. this uncommon eſſay, my deſign is, not to teach

3. Tis from this principle of warmth or attraction, that 
the ſea ebbs and flows in all rivers, &c. making full ſea 
preciſely when the Moon comes to ſuch a point of the 
compaſs, luxuriating in her ſpring tides about the full and 
change, when dire& with the ſun; and flagging about 
her quarters. 

4. On this account it is, that fleſh expos'd to the lunar 
rays, ſooner putrifies ; and thoſe that walk by moon-ſhire 
find a giddineſs in their heads : that the brains of animals 
are moiſter at the change and full ; and bloodleſs creatures 
are more active and full of ſpirit ; that ſhell-fſh are then 
beſt and ſweeteſt. | | 

5. Hence tis, that decripit men are ſaid to carry a 
prognoſtick in their bones, with pains and aches ; that 
epilepſes and convulſions are more dreadful and ty- 
rannous at the new and full Moon; the truth hereof is 
atteſted not only by heathen but chriſtian philoſophers, 


and alſo by holy writ. 


6. That the criſis in diſeaſes and critical days, do con- 
ſtantly wait and attend the Moon's motion, as experience 
evicenceth. For not only the waters, but even the hu- 


mours in human body, as alſo (in ſome meaſure) the blood 


and ſpirits are attendant upon the lunar motion and in- 
fluence. 

7. Nay it is obſerved, that ſal ammoniack is known 
to increaſe with the moon, as ſhe increaſes in light and 
motion ; and the ſkilful chymiſt may obſerve a lurar 
power in diſtilling the ſame quantity of ſalt divers times. 
Not ſo much as an egg ſet for propagation, but is beſriend- 
ed by the moon. 7 

8. All the myſteries of generation, as conception, ſor- 
mation, birth, purgation, Sc. depends on the moon; 
(not excluding the Sun) the ſecrets of the ſeptenary num- 
ber, which the great Hippocrates ſtands ſo much upon, 
being the hebdom:dal number, muſt be referred (not as 
Cardan ſuſpects, to the planetary) but the lunar ſeptenaty. 

9. Thus births are vital at ſeven months, at eight ſel- 
dom. Teeth are a' ſo put forth at ſeven years, 1. e. in 
Hippocrates's 370 weeks. Births are facilitated at the 
fall and change, conceptions a: the full. All female pur- 
gations are accomplifhe by the moon. 


10. The 
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10. The blood circulates every twenty-four hours, as 
the Moon makes her diurnal motion. Hence, thoſe con- 
cerned about departing bodies, with great ſollicitude ob- 
ſerve the change of the moon. And tis frequently obſerv- 
ed, that ſick people give up their laſt breath at the turn- 
ing of the flood. 

11. The eyes of ſome are ſo affected, that their dark - 
neſs is obſerved to increaſe with the moon, Some pre- 
cious ſtones are obſerved as natural moon-dials ; as the 
ſelenites which Pope Clement the VIII (as Cardan affirms) 
treaſured up amongſt his greateſt rarities. | 

12. Huſbandry cannot ſpare its lunar obſervations, ſince 
tis the moon that governs the moiſture and ſpirit of the 
earth. Thence all their rules for cattle, their admiſſures, 
caſtrations, &c. at ſeveral times of the moon; for the 
ground to dig their ſcrobes, and for planting trees at the 
full of the moon. 

13. The induſtrious farmer or country-man, dungs his 
ground or ſpreads his ſoil at the decreaſe of the moon, ta 
avoid damage by worms ; and contrives to make his beds 
and ſeed-plots while the Moon is above the earth. He 
ſows his ſeeds, plants quickſets, at the Moon's increaſe : 
he covers roots at the full Moon, gathers and houſes corn, 
Cc. in the wane. 

14. Ingenious gardeners chooſe to ſet garlick for abat- 
ing the ſmell, at the increaſe of the Moon; and men u- 
ſually tread the wine-preſs while ſhe is under the horizon, 
And tho' the antients tell us tis winter-work to cut and 
fell trees for timber, it is alſo to be done in the wane of 
the Moon, if you would have it laſt long. 

15. Fruits are gathered in the increaſe of the Moon, 

that they may continue fair and full ; but if you ſet beans 
and peaſe while the Moon is waxing, they ſcarce ever 
leave blooming, but run into baume or ſtraw, and ſeldom 
comes to good. If you plant trees when the Moon is in 
an aerial ſign, they ſhoot much upwards in:o the air; but 
when ſhe is in an earthly ſign, they take the deeper 
rooting. 

16. Mach of natural h'ftory, as it depends on the 
heavens, relates to the Mo.n ; conſider her as to the 
ſeaſons ; her increaſe anſwers to the ſpring and ſummer 


quarters, and her decreaſe to the autumn and winter,

The excellent Cicero aſſures us, that in every month or 
lunar year, there is to be diſcerned a ſpring, ſummer, 
autumn, and winter, as in the ſolar year. 

1. It is the Moon's office (as ſhe is a reflection of the 
ſun) to modifie, temper, increaſe, and remit the ſolar 
warmth, according to the variety of her phaſes ; and thi; 
ſhe does ſo kindly and ſuitable to the nature of the ſea, 
that without her it cannot be governed : for warmth will 
_ water, and every cceleſtial warmth doth influence 
the ſeas and rivers, 

18. We have as good a demonſt ration that the ebbing 
and flowing of the ſea depends on the Moon, as that ſhe 
receives her light from the Sun. The diverſity of her 
Phaſes according to her acceſs and receſs, ſhews the one; 
the increaſe and decreaſe of tides agreeable to thoſe 
phaſes, prove the other. 

19. At the quarters of the Moon, the tides are loweſt, 
called neap-tides ; and at the new and full Moon they are 
the higheſt, which are termed ſpring-tides : In the one 
the Moon is joined with the Sun in a diameter line, mak- 
ing no angle; in the other ſhe makes a quadrate afpect 


with him, viz. the utmoſt diſtance from the conjunction 
and oppoſition. 


20, Now if the Moon had no cauſality in the caſe (a 
ſome contend) the neap-tides might as well happen at the 
change and full, as thc quarters : for the Moon commu- 
-nicates a greater warmth to the air at her change and full, 
than at the quarters. Hence it is obyious, why God at 
the firſt did order the abatement of the waters to the one, 
and their increaſe to the other; if it be true that the {a 
works or purges itſelf every full Moon. 

21 Tis an illuſtrous inſtance that is drawn from the 
exuberance of the tides, at or pear the equinoxial lun ti 
ons, which is taken notice of even by the inhabitants of 
the Thames ſide ; and though the greateſt tides often hap- 
pen in February and October, yet the equinoxes owns the 
wonder, unto which points they are near neighbouring 
months; and of this truth every year is an evidence. 

22. The tides ſwell, not only upon the very day of 
the lunation, but alſo two or three days before and after i 
ſo that after the lunation in February, the Moon will be 
in the equinoxial ſign Aries; and in Ocfober, 1 ON 

| ore 
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before,” the Moon will poſſeſs Libra the other equinoxial 
ſign. x 

1 As therefore the ſpring tides thus happening two 
days before and after, are juſtiy imputed to the lunation 
in general; ſo the beforeſaid exuberances in February and 
OXober, are with the ſame juſtice aſcribed to the power 
of the equinoxes, the moſt fam'd points in the world. 

24. If the Moon had not influence and power over the 
tides, how comes it conſtantly to happen, that the retard- 
ation of the tides ſhould be paralel to the Moon's com- 
ing to the ſouth every day about 48 minutes later? the 
only common motion to the planet and the element. 

25. For, that two ſuch motions ſhould, from the cre- 
ation to this day, juſt jump together to ſo nice a calcula- 
tion of time, and theſe bodies moy'd to have no depend- 
ance one on the other, is not eaſily digeſted ; eſpecially 
if it be conſidered that one of them is a fluid, and eaſily 
moved, and eaſily interrupted. 

26. Sometimes tis true the tides fail; and ſometimes 
again they pay us with ſuperfætation. Who reſtores nature 
in this caſe ? the Sun keeps its courſe, differing little from 
itſelf, and its elevations a day or two after ; and yet the 
water returns to its wont, and compaſſes itſelf according 
to its meaſures, warrantable by the age of the Moon. 

27. It will not be ſufficient to ſay, that the Moon is 
an index of the tides, ſeeing ſhe may be a cauſe too. Ex- 
ceſſve heat of the body is a token of a fever; and a 
ſouthern Sun is an index of noon, And if the Moon 
were only an index of the tides, then may the tides, wice 
va, be indices of the lunar motion, and both be equal- 
ly cauſes one of another; which cannot be. 

28. For the Moon, as ſhe is a warm mover (as before 
you have heard) her influence not only reacheth, but pene- 
trateth the watry element, and fo puteth it into motion, 
when coming to {uch and ſuch particular points, and 
therefore cannot be concluded as a mere index, but a proper 
cauſe of the tides, both in their exceſſes and defects. 
2§09. Some nice and curious criticks would evade our 
experience of ſhell-fiſh fattening at the interlunium, by 
laying, the tides recruit them by bringing in freſh water, 
Sc. But doth not- the Moon conduce to the freſhening 
and rarifying of the ſtream; doth ſhe not immit a new. 
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or call up the native ſpirit from its receſſes to the ſurface 
of the element. SIE 
30. The Moon's warmth hath a double office, and o- 
perates, not only in quickenirg the aliment, but in com- 
forting the cold, bloodleſs feeder, Shell-fiſh thrive moſt 
at the full Moon; not becauſe they then feed more, but 
becauſe the nights are warmer, by reaſon of the lunar 
preſence. Bloodleſs creatures are eaſily chill'd, and ergo 
rejoice in warmth. 
31. Warmth noriſhes bodies as well as viduals; as 
we ſee in ſleep, not excluding the food, but diſtributing 
it; certainly the lunar hiſtory gives inſtances of its 
power over thoſe bodies, whoſe nutrition is not ſo facile 
as theirs ſeems to be, who have the whole ſea to guzzle in. 
32. In divers places of the world, as at Cambaya, &c. 
the tides appear not at a new or full Moon, but at the 
quarters, when the ſhell-fiſh make their mercates— true 
{ome difficulties there are (and who can expect leſs that 
ſtudies the univerſe? ) to be raiſed againſt the Moon's 
ſovereignity, which yet are eaſily removed, if the nature 
of the place be but conſider'd. ; 
33. The cauſe of this odd appearance is ſuggeſted by 
Sir Jaac Newton, to ariſe from the concurrence of two 
« tides, the one from the ſouth ſea along the coaſt of China 
« propagated in fix hours, the other out of the Indian 
« ſea, from between the iſlands, in twelve hours, along 
the coaſt of Malacca and Camboya; the one of theſe 
« tides being produced in north latitude, is, as hath been 
ſaid, greater, when the Moon being to the north of 
the equator, is above the earth, and leſs when ſhe is 
- under the earth. 'The other of them, which is propa- 
gated from the Indian ſea, being raiſed in ſouth lati- 
tude, is greater when the Moon declining to the ſouth, 
is above the earth, and leſs when ſhe is under the earth: 
So that of theſe tides alternately greater and lefler, there 
come always ſucceſſively two of the greater and two of 
the leſſer together every day ; the high-water falls al- 
ways between the arrival of the two greater floods, and 
the low-water between the times of the arrival of the 
two leſſer floods; and the Moon coming to the equi- 
noxial, and the alternate floods becoming equal, the 
tide ceaſes and the water ſtagnates : But when ſhe r 
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* pa{s'd to the other ſide of the equator, thoſe floods which 
in the former order were the leaſt, now becoming the 
« greateſt ; that which before was the time of high water 
* now becomes low-water, and the converſe ; fo that the 
whole appearance of theſe ſtrange tides is, without any 
forcing, naturally deduced from the poſition of the Moon, 
and is a great argument for the certainty of lunar energy. 

4. Again, let the ocean flow in ſome places ſour 
hours, and ebb eight, as with us at Landon; flow in other 
places ſeven hours and ebb five, &c. As long as it flows 
once in twelve hours, and twice a day, we are ſecure. — 
But, do thoſe ſpring tides at Cambaya, Tunking in China, 
Sc. obſerve the quarters of the Moon invariable ? does 
the ſucceſſion of the tides keep to forty eight minutes later 
every day? tis evident the Moon is . even of thoſe 
quarterly floods. i 

35. For the change and full may be the cauſe with us, 
while the quadrates may be aſſigned for the cauſe there; 
for tho? the quadrate be an aſpect leſs powerful than the 
conjunction or oppoſttion, yet it is not utterly infirm. 
Who knows then, but that the Quadrate the leſs, in an 
intemperant zone, may be equivalent to the conjunction 
cr oppoſition the greater, in one more temperate. 

36. The new and full Moon may prove exceſſive in 
the torrid zone, and ſo become unfit to raiſe a humid ſpirit: 
on which very account we are taught, that the ſmalleit 
_ tides are perceived under the equinoxial. Be the miſtery 
what it will, many definitions are abſolutely true, con- 
fin'd to their clime, which univerſally cannot hold. The 
Sun riſes and ſets with us every twenty-four hours; but 
in Greenland it is not fo. 

37. But who is he ſhall anſwer all doubts about the 
tides? Why, from the change to the quadrates ? from 
the quadrates to the full? why the two tides the ſameday _ 
do not keep their proportional increaſe and abatement, 
even in calm and dry weather? why the ſpring-tide a- 

dout the full, is le$ than that about the change. 
38. Why the Moon in her perigee, ſwells the tide- 
more than when in her apogee? (as the learned Mr. 
Childrey happily obſerved) why the Moon looſetk nothing 
at her appulſes to the equinox, at which time of the year 
ever it happens? why the Mcon gains in ker appiica- 
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PARTRIDGE, 1755. 
tion to either of the tropicks, if in her utmoſt latitude 
north or ſouth ? | 

39. Why the Moon, on the day of her laſt quarter, 
(decreaſing) makes as high a water (nay ſometimes much 
higher) than at the firſt quarter increaſing ? why the 
lunar aſpects, even with the reſt of the planets, do ad- 
vance the tides? yea, and her application alſo to ſome of 
the fixed Stars ? 

40. The ſacred volume abounds with manifeſt teſti- 
mony of lunar influence: as to inftance, —— Per diem 
Sul percutict te, neque Luna per noctem, Plal. 21. The Sun 
hall not mite thee by day, nor the Moon by night. A ſin- 
gular evidence of lunar energy. | |

II. Of Genethliacal Aſtrology. 

N the-courle of my annual performances I have lately 
inſerted ſome few ſcraps concerning the verity and in- 
uence of the Stars, tho' in a method different from the 
common profeſſors of this ſcience, eſpecially in the di- 
rection of Nativities; yet ſome perions will be ready to 
ſay, to what purpoſe is this diſcourſe of this nature annu- 
ally inſerted here, when Aſtrology is daily fo greatly ex- 
ploded by the learned, as of late years it is known to be, 
and that the world is now grown to that paſs, by means 


of thoſe prophane and fimple nctions, that men believe 


that the Stars in the Heavens are of leſs uſe than the 
figns at ſhopkeepers doors; notwithſtanding ſacred writ 
aſiures us, that they were placed there by their Maker, 
for Signs and for Seaſons, If this text be allowed for a 


truth, which none dare to gainſay, then it muſt follow, 


that a man to know there are Stars, and not to be ac- 
quainted with their influences, is to. as little purpoſe as 
for a phyſician to know the names of drugs, and yet be 


. utterly ignorant of their virtues and uſes; for as there is 


no mathematical demonſtration for the verities either of 
hyſick or Aſtrology, fo it muſt be determined by expe- 
tie nce, and that mult be the touchitone to prove the ve- 
rity of both ſciences: for there is no viſible appearance 
to prove that Rubarb will purge, which by trial and ex- 
petit nce is certainly determined it will affect. So in Aſtro- 

85 logy, 
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logy, the artiſts therein, from many obſervations made 
on the influences of the planetary bodies, have deter- 
min'd the planet Saturn to be a propagator of cold; and 
on the contrary, the planet Mars to be the exciter of 
heat, and ſo on with the reſt of the celeſtial wanderers ; 
all which have their ſeveral influences according to their 
natures, as hath been proved by a long ſeries of obſerva- 
tions, whereby the Ancients have laid down rules and 
aphoriſms, to be a guide for their ſucceeding followers. 
Therefore, for men that are utterly ignorant in Aſtrology, 
(tho* otherwiſe learned) to condemn and calumniate a 
ſcience they are ſtrangers to, as is frequently done, is 
both abſurd and ridiculous, | 

And in order to convince all ſuch gain-ſayers and con- 
temners of the Aſtreal ſcience, I will here preſent them 
with two Nativities (never before printed) of perſons 
that are living, and in good health at the time of my 
writing: the ſchemes follow, ſet to the eſtimate time, 
which is very near the true, it being carefully obſerved 
and communicated, f 
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The tables of directions belonging to theſe Nativities, 
whereby the moſt remarkable tranſactions of their lives are 
pointed out, and in particular the rer minus vita, are al- 
ready in the hands of a very worthy perſon, which, at 

another opportunity, may be emitted to the world, to 
prove the verity of Aſtrology.

Let any man of a goo aſtrological genius, and well 
ſcill'd in the hiſtory of the times, but compare the ac- 
tions and accidents of the worid with ſolar ingreſſes, and 
he'll find wonderful ſatisfaction, if he be not too much 
byaſs'd with prejudice and infidelity ; he'll conflantiy find 
a hot and thunder-ſummer, when at the vernal and eftival 
ingreſſes the Sun is a icted by Mars; a cold and un- 
comfortable winter, when, at the autumnal and hyemel 
ingreſſes, that glorious body is afflicted by Saturn; a 
fanning and breezy ſummer, when he is in conjunction 
with Merca'y, at his ingreſs into Aiet or Cancer; and 
frequent guſts that winter, when, at his ingreſs into Li- 
bra or Capricorn, he is in conjunction with him: but 
great froſts are ſignified by his conjunctions with Saturn, 
or oppoſition to Mars, at the ingreis, the conjunction be- 
ing more for froſts, and the oppoſition for ſnow. For one 
inſtance in this, obſerve the Sun's ingreſs- into Capricorn 
December 1753, where Saturn, Mercury, and the Sun 
were all in conjunction; what follow'd? a long, ſharp 
and ſevere winter, which many have cauſe to remember.
